Like 
all exhibitions and contests of this 
sort, some felt tlie sting of defeat 
while others wore a smile and enjoyed 
victory. Weather conditions prevent- 
ed many from attending the first Und 
second days, but the third and fourth 
j the attendance was up to the average 
years and the Association pulled a 
little ahead of expenses. 

So far as can be learned at this t ime 
the privilege people L>arely passed 
ov^ tiie riffle, and tlie shows moved 
on to other sections. So far as we are 
able to learn most of the exhibitors 
left for home feeling good, with pride 
and confidence in the merits of their 
stock.

THiNKiNG OFCHRISTMAS— 

Now Is the Time to Prepare For Tur- 
keys For Next Fall and Winter. 

Do you remember tbe price of tur- 
keys last Christmas? You sorely do, 
and you'll think about it next Christ- 
mas, too. If you don't "•start" your tur- 
keys now. Yoa can i&avo a douMa 
gain by rearing a brood on tha firm 
this summer. They feed on grasshop- 
pers and other insects almost to the ex- 
tent of a complete diet, thoa *»t*F*"t 
to dispose of the grasshopper pest and 
at tbe same time getting food for 
themselves. 

It should not be understood that 
enough tarkeys eoald be reared In a 
neighborhood to eradicate the insect 
pests. If, however, there is only a 
commoo oomber of hopper a they maj 
be greatly held in check by a few me- 
dium sized flocks of turkeys. Too 
many turkeys or congested quarters 
are likely to cause blackhead. This 
disease is to be feared and guarded 
against by poultrymen. ir It once gets 
started on a farm it cannot be re- 
moved, aa the ofg a nhm cam Br* fm tha 
soli indefuiitoly and relnflset tha flock 
when least expected 

No farmer should depend on tniteys 
alone to combat grasshoppers or other 
Insect pests. A detailed study of the 
life history of every iii^ect enemy 
should be made so that a time may be 
selected for the attack. The best way 
to destroy grasshoppers Is to stir the 
soil containing their eggs during tbe 
winter so that the cold and natural 
enemies may destroy them. Disking 
will do It.— Kansas Industrialist.

Having vronder- 
ful abstirbent powers, rsreJriKy for 
gasP!3. only a small (piartity should be 
put into the feed hoppers at a time ou 
acconnt of Its absorptive nature. It 
should be kept in a thoroughly dry ves 
sel with a close fitting cover, so as to 
exclude ttie air. If charcoal is heated 
well before given to the poultry ft will 
have a tendency to drive f.!T the i;n- 
piiiities which may havp become :ib- 
sorbed and it will be equal to fresh 
charcoal.
